Tricolor Soon to Float Over the Isthmus— 
Fearful Ravages of the Yellow Fever—One 
Hundred and Nine Deaths in a Thousand. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, October 28.—Capt. Bedford+ Pim, R. 
N.,@ recognized authority on Central American 
matters and well known through his efforts, begun 
in 1861, toopen up transit across Nicaragua, ar- 
rived in this city yesterday from the Isthmus of 
Panama, where he has been making a careful ex- 
amination of the work done and to be done on the 
canal. He said that his trip was not an official one, 
but that he was going to Washington to communi- 
cate the result of his observations to Secretary 
Frelinghuysen and did not care to say too much in 
regard to the matter beforehand. 


“The French treated me with the greatest cou 

during my examination of the works," he said:” an 

as the success or failure of the canal echeme 1 in- 
volves interests so large, I would not care to s 

of them without great consideration. But, leaving 
the canal out of sight, t in Panama are in a 
most exciting condition. Yellow fever is raging in 
its deadliest form; men are en down and are 
dead in a week. They are dying off by the whole- 
sale. But the people think they are not dying fast 
enough, and those who are alive and well are run- 
ning a revolution, without head or tail to it, and are 
killing each other off like wild cats. The 
French want to get the isthmus into their 
power and no one doubts that th will 
succeed. It is expected that the tri-color will 
be run up ina a days at the farthest, and the

be declared. The people want to separate their 
State from the United States of Columbia, and are 
only too glad to encourage the plans of the French. 
As for the canal, all that I can say is that my origi- 
nal opinion of it, which I expressed in nce and 
elsewhere, has not changed after the most careful 
examination. The plan of cutting the canal through 
80 as to have it on.a level with thesea seems to me 
& most preposterous one, as it will be necessary to 
cut through hills bundrede of feet high, and 
where as much as eleven feet of water 
falls in a year. Had a y benny of locks been 
adopted, the plan could have been carried out and 
the canal might have been in operation at this date. 
But, even if you admit the possibility of ca 
the plans of M. de Lesseps to a successful ©, a 
the rate at which the work is now carried on, it 
could certainly not be finished inside of twenty 
years, dating from to-day. That is along while 
from the time set for the completion of the work.

want of foresight has been shown. No 
vessel can approach within three miles of 
the outlet of the canal into the Gulf of Pan- 
ama on account of shoals, and all passengers ‘and 
supplies have to be towed in on scows at great ex- 
pense. There was an admirable opportunity to 
make a landing for vessels, and, had that been done 
at first,it would have saved already more thanenough 
for its cost, and it will, of course, haveto be done 
eventually. Then this landing would have been in- 
valuable in another way. Three million francs have 
been spent in the ee of a hospital, capable 
of accommodating 700 yellow fever patients. But 
the hospital isin the midst of the fever, and the 
sick men are not much better off there than out- 
side. If they could bring some old hulks of vessels 


uptoshore and load the patients on them, 
they could take them out to sea and give 
them pure air to breathe, which 


would cure many of them in no time. Now, nearly 
alidie. Four thousand of the company’s workmen 
have died already and the death rate now is 109 per 
1.000. One thing, though,I must say, to the credit 
of the French: they have overcome almost ingur- 
mountabie obstacles in farthering their scheme and 
have shown great ingenvity in finding workmen 
and money to supply the constant want. But there 
is one fact which aloes is fatal to the canal. It 
would be absolutely useless to -sailing vessels com- 
ing from the Panama side. For eleven months out of 
the year there isan absolute calm, extending 700 

miles out tosea. From the éntrance of the canal 
and mm order to cross the Isthmus, sailing vessels 
would have to be towed that distance, which is out 
of the question. Sailing vessels from that side would 
not use the canal and the loss thus entailed would 
prevent its paying any dividends.”

KILLED BY A BOY, 


An Eighteen Year Old Bully Stabbed tothe 
Heart By a Child. 
By Telegraph to the Post- Dispatch, 

New York, October 28.—Boys started a bonfire at 
the junction of Prince and Tillary streets, Brooklyn, 
last night. Michael Byrne, aged eighteen, finally be- 
gan todance around the fire and drive the other 
boys away. He was particularly spiteful toward a 
thirteen year old lad named Chauncey 8St. Martin, 
of 111 Tillary street. He forced St. Martin to give 
him three centsand later asked him for more, 
Chauncey told him he had no more to giv e, when 
Byrne struck him and said he would not let him re- 
main atthe bonfire unless he went and got him 
some. The younger boy resolved to remain where 
he was and Byrne caught hold of him and, dragging 
him toward the fire, threatened to throw him in. 
He resisted andin the struggle he was severely 
punished. Having broken loose St. Martin started 
for his home, only ashort distance away. Byrne 
followed and overtook him as he was going up the 
stoop of his house. When he attempted to seize 
him St. Martin turned and drawing a knife struck 
at Byrne's breast. The latter staggered back and 
fell to the sidewalk. Several other boys who had 
followed Byrng and St. Martin from the bonfire, ex- 
pecting to see a fight,ran up and, finding Byrne, lying 
on the sidewalk picked him up and carried him tow- 


ard his home. He died before reaching it. He.did 
not after he was struck. Physicians found 
that he had received astab wound in the heart. 


Detective Chambers arrested St. Martin at his home. 
He handed the knife,an ordinary white-handled 
pocket knife, to the detective. He sobbed bitterly 
when he was told that he had killed Byrne. To 
Coroner Menninger he said that he had frequentiy 
been cuffed and persecuted by Byrne. Fearing that 
the would catch him after he left the bonfire he took 
the knife from his pocket to defend himself. He 
was very mad, he said, at the way Byrne treated 
him, but he had no intention of killing him. Sev- 
eral companions of the boys were taken into custo- 
dy as witnesses. They all agree that Byrne bullied 
and abused St. Martin. The bonfire was started in 
honor of a Democratic procession, through the Sec- 
ond, Fourth and Fifth Wards.

WasHIneTox, October 28%.—The recent develop- 
ments in the war between France and China has 
been of a good deal of interest to the section of the 
navy especially giving its attention tothe torpedo 
system, It may be said that it has interested the 
army and navy generally, for it has shown how 
very effective the torpedo system may become, and 
is likely to become, in the warfare of the civilized 
world. The description by an American officer of 


the destruction by a torpedo boat of the fine Chi- 
nese vessel Yung Wo has -indicated more clearly 
than any former event the practiéal value of the 
torpedo boats as they are now being perfected. “A 
nas! mag boat,” he says, ‘“darted toward her as the 
action began, andin an instant there was nothing 
Jeft of the stately vessel but some floating timbers 
and a few broken spars." The possibilities of the 
torpedo in warfare are almost beyond calculation.

THE SCOTT LIQUOR LAW. 
The Act Pronounced Void by the Supreme 
Court of Ohio. 

Co.tumsvus, On10, October 28.—A majority of the 
Court beld that the lien clause of the Scott law is a 
license law, and therefore the whole act is void. 
Nogpinion is expressed as to whether the law is void 
as a tax or !icense law. 


Following is the text of the decision: 
First. The act of 1883, commonly called the Scott 


law (80, Ohio Laws, 164), amended in 
1884 (81. Ohio Laws, 24), so far: as 
it provides for a_ lien on real estate 


occupied by a tenant who is a dealer in liquors, is in 
effect a license law 
eighteenth section of the schedule to the Constitu- 
tion, which provides that no license to traffic in 
*ntoxicating liquors shall hereafter be granted in 
thia State, and is therefore void. (The State vs. 
Hipp, 88 Ohio State, 199, followed and approved in 
Butzman v, Whitheck, decided by this court June 
17, 1884.) 

2. Inasmuch as it is plainly unreasonable and 
iniprobable that the General Assembly would have 
passed the Scott iaw with the provision giving 
a lien for the tax on premises occupied by tenauts 
eliminated therefrom, the whole act, so far as it pro- 
vides for an assessment or tax, is unconstitutional 
and void. (The State vs. Frame and Benner vs. Ban- 
dy.39 Ohio State 399, overruled). 

Writ of mandamus refused. Johnson, C. J., and 
Molivaine, J., dissent.

Two Victims of an Intelligence Office Nar- 
rates Their Experience 

Two young men named John Wilde and Frank 
Beckenstedt called to-day.at the Post-Dispatcu 
office and complained that they had -been wronged 
by one John O'Keefe, who keeps a labor intelligence 
office on Market street, between Second and Third 
streets, They said that two weeks ago from last 
Sunday they saw an advertisement in a morning 
paper for 200 la oring men to work ou the Govern- 
ment river works at Memphis, and offering $30 a 
month and board during the winter.

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FEARS CONFIRMED. 


Fourteen Corpses Taken From tho 
Wreck of the Youngstown Mine.

A Total of Eighteen 
Whom Four are Alive, but Seriously Hurt 
—Probability That no Bodies Remain in 
the 
Mouth ofthe Pit~Charges of Carelessness.

the Wreck-—Agonizing Scenes at 


Pa 


Usiontowy, Pa., October 28.—The worst fears 
touching the fate of the men who were imprisone! 
in the coal mine at Youngstown, four miles from 
this place, by the explosion of fire 
damp, which took place there 
at 4 o'clock last evening, have been fully confirmed. 
Six of the miners were taken out last evening, soon 
after the disaster. Two of them were dead and two 
of the other four are so seriously injured that there 
is no hope of their 
This left from fourteen to eighteen men supposed 
to be still imprisoned inthe mine. The exact num- 
ber was not certainly known. The work of reaching 
these men was continued industriously throughout 
the whole night, and by this morning the 

DEAD BODIES OF TWELVE 
of them bad been brought out and delivered to 
their friends and relatives at the mouth 
of the pit. This ' makes ’ fourteen 
dead in all, and, together with four injured, ac- 
counts for eighteen of the whole number suppose! 
to be inthe mine. Whether there are any more re- 
mains yet to be discovered; but it is believed that ail 
have been found, At this writing a complete and 
accurate account of the dead cannot be given. 

AGONIZING SCENES. 

The scenes at the mouth of the pit as the disfiz- 
ured bodies of the dead were brought to tbe sur- 
face and given into the hands of the wives and re- 
lations was distressing in the extreme, and vividly 


recovery. 


recailed to mind the piteous wails 
of the bereaved families who waite! 
at the opening of the _ Leisenring mine 


last February for the bodies which they knew were 
coming to them from the uncompassionate bowe's 
of the earth. It wasa sad spectacle indeed, and 
moved to tears many of the hundreds who had been 
drawn to the place by the news of the disaster. 
WHERE THE BLAME RESTS. 

It cannot be stated now whether the explosion 
was due to the carelessness of the company or bot. 
The miners allege it was, but, on the heels of a ca- 
lamity like this, the first impulse usually is to 4t 

tribute it tothe company. It is well known, however, 
that the Youngstown Company has always been 
very careful, andthe knowledge that their mine 
was @ dangerous one and predisposed to the genera- 
tion of firedamp made them more careful than 
ever. The mine was inspected every morning, and 
whenever the presence of fire damp was 
detected it was the invariable order to deny the men 
admission to it until the gas had been expelled 

This was the rule, and the officials say it was rigidly 
enforced, but it is claimed by miners that the com. 
pany discharged a competent fire boss about two 
months ago, and have since employed inthat capa- 
city one not competent to determine whether the 
mine was safe or not.

There must be some reason for the publicity

WHERE BRAINS COME IN. 

After the presidential nominations were 
made the universal sentiment of the Demo- 
crate was that if they could not beat BLAINE 
they-could not beat anybody.

Why is it that the Democratic party, with so 
good a prospect and so strong « ticket, has such 
hard work making headway against a corrupt 
party, with an odious candidate and a shame- 
ful record?

A true American sentiment recognizes the dignity 
of labor, and the fact that honor lies in honest toil, 
Contented labor isasign of national prosperity. 
Ability to work constitutes a capital, and the wages 
of labor constitutes the income of a vast number of 
our population, and this interest should be jealously 
protected. Our working men are not asking un- 
reasonable indulgence, but as intelligent and manly 
citizens they seek the same’ consideration which 
those demand who have other interests at stake. 
They should receive their full share of the care and 
attention of those who make and execute the laws, 
and the employed shall alike be subserved, and to 
the end that the wants and needs of the employers 
prosperity of the country, the common heritage of 
both, be advanced. 

As related to this subject, while we should not 
discourage the immizration of those who come to 
acknowledge alleziance to our Government and add 
to our citizen population, yet, as a means of protec- 
tion to our workingmen, a different rule should pre- 
vail concerning those who,if they come or are 
brought to our land, do not intend to become Amert- 
cans, but will injuriously compete with those justly 
entitled to our field of labor. Ina letter accepting 
the nomination for the office of Governor nearly two 
years ago, I made the following statement, to which 
I have strictiy adhered: 

“The laboring classes constitute the maig part of 
our population. They should be protected in their 
efforts peaceably to assert their right when endan- 
gered by aggregated capital, and all statutes on this 
subject should recognize the care of the State for 
honest toil and be framed witha view of improving 
the condition of the workingman.” 

A proper regard for the welfare of the working- 
man being inseparably connected with the integrity 
of our institutions,none of our citizens are more inter- 
ested than they in guarding against any corrupting 
influences which seek to pervert the beneficent pur- 
poses of our Government, and none should be more 
watchful of the machinations of those who allure 
them toseif-inilicted injury.

INDIANAPOLIS, October 28.—A few days ago I 
stated that | was credibiy informed that the second 
Republican poll of the State showed a Democratic 
majority of a little over 6,000. To-day I had this 
information confirmed from another source, and it 
is inferentially corroborated by the known result of 
the first Republican poll, which was completed 
shortly before Blaine entered the State.

ANXIOUS TO COME. 


Enthusiasm Regarding the Cattle 
Convention in Remote Regions.

The Western Stockmen Will Attend the 
Big Council in Great Numbers—How the 
Meeting is Being Advertised and What is 
Said of It. : 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

PorTLAND, Ornecon, October 23.—St. Louis hardly 
understands the interest felt by the West in every- 
thing pertaining to the convention of cattlemen. 
The extent of territory to be affected by the action 
of that body is vast, almost beyond comprehension. 
Breeders from the East, raisers from the four 
points of the compass, and capitalists from abroad 
are all deeply interested. My observation has only 
extended to the Pacific Coast, but the papers here 
and ail along the route have had intelligence from 
other sections, and without exception every indica- 
tion points to a great meeting. At Denver the daily 
papers have given large space to it, and have taken 
great pains to secure full and accurate news of the 
delegations likely to attend and the measures 
favored. At Cheyenne all the papers and stockmen 
discuss the situation, and this being the particular 
head-center of a great cattle country, the utmost 
enthusiasm prevails, and the probabilities are that 
the delegation from that point will stand high in 
the council; it will represent enormous capital, and 
will be headed by some of the ablest men 
not only in the live stock business, but in the Western 
country, In Helena, Montana, the interest felt in 
common with ail other cattlemen is intensified by 
the fact that ranchmen there are being crowded off 
therange. Some ranches are secure beyond dis- 
turbance, but many others must depend for water 
supplied upon streams and springs that have been, 
or are rapidly being taken up by small settlers, and 
who thus hold the key to the situation. The Mon- 
tana cattie are good, but the herds are growing less 
every year, and the matter of public lands 

IS OF VITAL IMPORTANCE 

tothe Montana ranchman. The same is largely 
true at The Dallesin Oregon, where Mr. Benjamin 
Snipes, who owns 25,000 cattle, is the principal 
owner. The Oregon rangeis entirely inadquate to 
the number of cattle to be herded and the available 
grazing land is daily lessening. Nearly every paper 
1s advocating “diversified farming,’ and yet cattle 
are the best and surest means of securing cash, and 
if government lands with water privileges were 
assured the herder, either by lease or sale at reason- 
able figures, this industry would flourish instead of 
falling into decay: There is a partial substitute for 
meat in the exhaustless supplies of salmon, but fish 
is not becf, and the people have already eaten fish 
till an Uregonian ought to be ashamed to look a fish 
im the eye. 

This is the most remote point of any importance 
in ee cattie country. and the people are fully alive 
to the 

IMPORTANCE OF THE MEETING, 
as will be seen by the following froma Portland 
paper of Monday morning: 

“Attention. stockmen! A convention of herd-own- 
ers to be held in st. Louis. The St. Louis Conven- 
tion of Cattlemen promees to be a grand affair. It 
is to be held in St. Louis on November 17, 1884. The 
Executive Committee have sent out representatives 
in different directions to discover the number of 
cattlemen likely to attend, in order that suitable ac- 
commodations might be made forthem. One of 
the representatives appointed by the committee 
called at this office yesterday. le said that St. 
Louis had done many fine things within the 
year or two, but the handsomest thing she will do 
will be the entertainment of the Cattlemen's Con- 
vention. ‘You see,’ he said. ‘we have been grow- 
ing enormously ricb; we have laid miles and miles 
of granite paveinent; we are re gg acabie road 
and have the only elevated road in the West in con- 
templation. We have built an Exposition Hali at an 
expense of half a million, and the great Music Hall, 
wiih a seating capacity of 6,000, will be initiated by 
the great cattlemen’s council. The citizens have 
subscribed a great sum forthe sole purpose of con- 
ducing to the comfort and entertainment of dele- 
gates and the success of the convention. The streets 
will be iiluminated as upon the occasion of the 
Veiled Prophet festival.” He said also that he ex- 
pected to see the cattlemen of Oregon well repre- 
sented in St. Louis in November. Letters and tele- 
grams from all paris of the country indicate that 
at'endance will be large.
